Proper Treatment of Infants 
Leads to Great Decrease: in 
Prominent Cause of Blind- 

, mess, 

New York City, August 1 — Re. 
markable progress in 20 years’ or- 
ganized efforts to reduce the frequency 
of blindness, pointing to possible elim- 
ination of the principal disease caus- 
ing blindness and the reduction of eye 
Injuries to a minimum, ts shown in 
the report of the National Society for 
the -Preventien—of- Blindness “which 
works not only in ‘the U.8., but in 
Canada. and Britain. 

The greatest single achievement has 
been in the field of ophthalmia neon- 
atorum, commonly known as “bables” 
sore eyes.” the society reports. As a 
result of partial adoption of laws re- 
quiring doctors, nurses, or others In 
attendance to put prophylactic drops 
in the eyes of babies at birth and the 
constant educational activities the re 
port says, the frequency of opthalmia 
neonatorum as a cause of bilndness 
among those admitted to schools for 
the blind has dimished each year un- 
til now it is 64 per cent, less than 
in 1908. ? 

The society is helping to safeguard 
the eyes of the next generation, the 
Yeport poiuts out. by following up 
work for prevention of blindness at; 
birth with demonstrations of pre- 
school eye tests, pre-school clinics, and 
co-operation in establishment of sight | 
saving classes for the education of 
children with seriously defective vis- 
fon. Using a recently perfected tech. 
nique it is now possible to test, with 
some accuracy, the vision of children 
too young to read the letters on the 
charts used for adulls. The sight of 
children as young as three and four 
years has been successfully tested in 
this way and in many cases conditions 
requiring immediate attention have 
been discovered and remedied. 

Special “sight-saving classes* in 
public schools, first: advocated In 1911 
have been established in 80 cities in|

The Open Ditch 


(FARMERS’ ADVOCATE) 


Practically all of the highway build. 
ing of the modern type in Canada and 
the. enormous increase in traffic have 
¢ome about in the last ten years. We 
have been frantically building  hard- 
surfaced roadways while motorists liter 
ally walted at the barrier for the sig. 
nal to go. Traffic Is waiting all along 
the line for more highways in al) di. 
rections. Where will it end? ; 

Our Highway Departments have 
bullt gopd roads; they have surfaced 
the roads well; they have policed them 
and have put up danger signs. But 
over an enormous mileage there is that 
threatening open ditch at the roadside 
that becomes’a menta] Hazard and a 
constant menace to traffic. No method 
of travel is 100 per cent. safe; a man 
on horseback may be thrown to the 
ground or even a pedestrian may step 
in a hole and sprain his ankle. We 
cannot obtain and never will, perhaps, 
absolute security and safety in trans- 
portation, but to go on building high- 
ways ined on both sides with deadly 
open ditches is nitogether too wasteful 
of human life and property to continue 
long as an established government! 
policy. 

Any motorist driving at 30 or 35 mil. 
es an hour Is only a fraction of a scc- 
ond.from the ditch all the time; and 
any sudden interruption of traffic, 
especially on a congested highway, 
leaves thc driver with only one alter. 
native., To the left or the centre of the 
road the danger multiplies; to the 
right is the only escape, and that, in 
most cases, means destruction of the 
car and perhaps loss of life. 

This menace to life and property 
could be largely removed by using tile 
in the ditches and leaving only a de. 
pression to carry off flood water, The 
roadway would be just as well or bet- 
ter drained, for open ditches are con. 
stantly filling in, necessitating up- 
keep costs or impalred efficiency. 

Even at greater expense per mile of 
construction. if that be necessary, the 
deep open ditches should be eliminated 
they will be in time, for this is only 
the beginning of motor transportation.

Border Export Interests Deposit 
Security of $700. | 
000 


TORONTO, Aug. 14 — Proof of the 
ability of border Nquor interests to rise 
superior to governmental interference, 
at least financinally, was furnished 
yesterday when the Windsor export 
firms redee their liquors from con- 
fiscation by Hepositing a bond of $700,- 
000. A condition of the redemption was 
that the liquor should be legally clear- 
ed from the province within a period of 
20 days. 

Sir Henry Drayton, chairman of the 
L'quor Control Board, stated that the 
bond was accepted on the grounds of 
economy. The liquor was only a source 
of embarrassment to the Board, he 
said, and the details of supervising its 
gustody, were costly. For this reason 
the bond has been accepted, rather 
than incur the expense of keeping the 
Mquor until the ‘end of the present 
lengthy legal proceedings. - 

With the release of the Hiqdor worth 
over $2,000,000 the border raid of the 
Liquor Commission had all’ its traces 
removed yesterday, except those-which 
remain on the court records of Essex 
County . The force which executed the 
raid was withdrawn, leaving only lo- 
cal ‘police officials to deal with the de- 
tails which remained.

GOLF EXPLAINED 


Golf is a form of work made expensive enough

Golf is what letter carrying, ditch digging and

Golf is the simplest looking game in the world 
when you decide to take it up and the toughest 
looking after you have been at it ten or twelve 
years. It is probably the only game a man can 
play as long as a quarter of a century’and then 
discover it was too deep for him in the first 
place. . 

The game is played on carefully selected grass 
with little white balls and as many clubs as the 
player can afford. These balls cost from 75c. 
to $25 and it is possible to support a family of 
ten people, all adults, for five months on the 
money represented. by the balls lost by some 
golfers in a single afternoon. © 

A golf course has eighteen holes, seventeen of 
which are unnecessary and put in to make the 
game harder. A “hole” is a tin cup in the cen- 
tre of a “green.” A “green” is a smal] parcel 
of grass costing about $1.98 a blade and usually 
located between a brook and a couple of apple 
trees or a lot of “ruts.” 

The idea is to get the golf ball from a given 
point into each of the eighteen cups in the few- 
est strokes and the greatest number of words. 

After each hole has been completed the golfer 
counts his strokes. Then he subtracts six and 
says, “Made that in five. That’s one above par. 
Shall we play for fifty cents on the next hole, 
too, Ed?” 

After the final, or eighteenth hole, the golfer 
adds up his score and stops when he has reach- 
ed eighty-seven. He then has a swim, a pint 
of gin, sings “Sweet Adeline” with sjx or cight 
other liars and calls it the end of a perfect day.

exile, Leon Trotzky, former war min- 
ister of the Soviet Union, has caused 
an uproar in the Communist Inter- 
national Congress, by a letter which 
he addressed to that body.

Hon, Robert Forke Explains 
Why More Britishers Are - 
Not Coming 








OTTAWA, August 29.—(CP)—Hon. 
Robert Forke, Minister of Immigtation, 
who returned from the West today, 
commented briefly on certain remarks 
altributed to Lord Lovat, head of the 
Empire Settlement Board, at Winnipeg 
“If British immigrants won't come to 
Canada, we can’t help it,” he sald. The
